That is, a single particular element or feature of a claim does not define the 
claim's patentability, but rather, it is the combination of elements and the interconnection 
therebetween that define the invention. The claims cannot be considered to be limited in 
scope based on this brief statement by the Bxaminer. Applicant stands by its position 
previously set forth in the file history.
